Man in sex case tries suicide 



A 29-year-oid Paris man was 
committed to Western Mental 
Health Institute at Bolivar after he 
reportedly attempted suicide Friday 
night after being charged with fon- 
dling two young neighborhood boys 
and attempting to fondle a third. 

Cari A. Jones of 739 Glisson Road 
slit his left wrist sometime Friday 
night while home alone, according 
to a report at the Paris Police Depart- 
ment, Saturday morning he called a 



friend, who came to his home and 
summoned help. 

Jones was treated at Henry Coun- 
ty Medical Center, then transferred 
to Bolivar. 

He turned himself in late Friday 
morning at city hail and was placed 
under arrest by Paris Police investi- 
gators Eddie Snow and Tommy 
Cooper, charged with two counts of 
aggravated sexual assault and one 
count of attempting to commit a 



felony. 

The arrest reportedly followed a- 
complaint from parents of three 
neighborhood boys 6, 7 and 3 years 
old. 

Jones appeared Friday before 
General Sessions Judge Ardeile 
Cole, who set his bondatS5,0C0 and 
his preliminary court hearing for 
Sept. 22. He was released Friday 
afternoon on bail; his attorney is Bill 
Looney of Paris.

Report on Child Abuse Case involving Carl A. Jones, Paris, 
Tennessee, on September 8 r 1989, by Dan Johnson i&avut Executive. 

On September 8, 1989, while attending an Order of the Arrow Vigil ceremony at 
Camp Mack Morris the Executive Board member and District Chairman for the 
Bedford Forrest District, Bill Cozart, asked to speak to me privately. He 
indicated that earlier in the afternoon he had received a phone call from a 
physician friend in Paris informing him that an assistant Scoutmaster with 
Troop 22 in Paris had been arrested and charged with child molestation earlier 
that day. At this time Bill had no further knowledge of the incident. 

On the morning of September 9, 1989, I contacted Rich Plumley, president of 
Plumley Rubber Company in Paris, which serves as the chartered partner 
organization for Troop 22. Rich also serves as a member of the Council 
Executive Board and is a member of the Troop Committee. I asked him if he 
were aware of any charges having been made earlier. He told me there had been 
charges but he did not know the full extent of the circumstances. He and his 
father were in the process of contacting the District Attorney's office and 
would know more later that morning. 

I spoke with Ron Davis, assistant Scoutmaster with Troop 22, later that 
morning. He informed me that Carl A. Jones had been arrested and had admitted 
t^fonc^^is three neighborhood boys. Ron said Youth Protection Officer, 

whose son is in Troop 22, called on Wednesday and asked for a 
troop roster. Subsequently the scouts of Troop 22 were interviewed following 
school on Thursday and Friday afternoons. _The complaint was generated by 
parents of three young boys in the neighborhood who contacted the police, 
followed by an investigation by the Department of Human Services. 

Evidently Carl invited each of the boys into his home under the pretense of 
building a birdhouse. During this time he got the boy's pants down and 
attempted to fondle them. Two of the boys reacted by pulling away and went 
home and told their parents. They did exactly what they were supposed to do. 
The third boy is a retarded individual and when questioned did not give many 
details but enough that one realized the same thing had happened. So the 
neighbors contacted the police and the polic^^^^^^^^^^^^martment of 
Human Services. They interviewed all of the ISSW which Carl 

was also involved with, and all of the Scout^^^^^oo^^^over a two day 
period. The Department of Human Services called Mr. Jones to come to their 
office on Friday morning, which he did and later he confessed to the 
molestations. He was arrested at 10 a.m. on Friday, September 3, 1989. On 
Friday evening the judge set bond, Carl posted his ow n bond and went home. 
Saturday morning he called a friend also employed at g^OS?- 1 jll^^^^'^S S i 
and asked him to come to his home- When the friend arrived he discovered that 
Carl had tried to injure himself. Carl was taken to the hospital and then on 
to Western State Mental Hospital in Bolivar, Tennessee. 

In contact with the Department of Human Services on Saturday, they said the 
information obtained from the boys of Troop 22 indicated no misconduct by Mr. 
Jones involving any Scouts. 
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iiyb&^^ informed me of a parent's meeting to be held Saturday, September 9, 
1989 , at he First United Methodist Church- A representative of the Department 
of Human Services would be on hand to discuss the case with both the boys and 
parents. 

On Saturday afternoon at 3:30 I along with District Executive, John Page, 
unknowing that Carl had tried to injure himself attempted to deliver the 
letter of suspension to Mr. Jones's home at approximately 5 p.m. On not 
finding him at home, John and I contacted Harold Plumley, chairman of Plumiey 
Rubber Company, by phone. Mr. Plumley informed us that Carl had attempted to 
commit suicide. John and I continued our visit with Mr. Plumley in his home 
and discussed with him the aspects of the Youth Protection Guidelines by the 
Boy Scouts of America and explained that Mr. Jones's registration was 
immediately suspended* 

At 6; 30 John and I attended the parent's meeting where l^raOE WpM Human 
Services representative, briefed the parents on the circumstances of the case. 
Rich Plumley and I were present a this meeting. Youth Protection Officers met 
with boys of the troop and with parents. The information provided at the 
meeting was very well received by the parents and they were told of Carl's 
attempt to commit suicide. The Department of Human Services relayed that 
because of the charges, Carl would not be permitted to have contact with any 
boys in the neighborhood or otherwise. I was called on to explain the Scout 
policy and basically to assure everyone that there would be no further 
interaction with Carl relating to Scouting. 

One of the major concerns of the parents was that when the boys returned to 
school on Monday they would be harassed not only by classmates but also by 
members of other Scout troops in Paris. I responded that as the District 
Executive and District Chairman would be in touch with the other troops and 
would take steps to eliminate that factor. 

In further discussion with Ron Davis it became obvious co me that Troop 22 had 
been following Youth Protection Guidelines to the letter of the law in" their 
troop functions. By doing this they may have possibly prevented any se 
m^conduct with troop members by Mr. Jones. Youth Protection Officer, 
icdai relayed her feelings that this was possibly a contributing factor" 

Parents and members of Troop 22 took this opportunity to reinforce and teach 
by talking to the other parents and adults. I left a copy of Adult Leadership 
Youth Protection Guidelines and also a copy of a boys tape, ,r A Time to Tell.' f 

Mr. Jones's national registration with Boy Scouts of America suspension letter 
was delivered by mail in care of his attending physician at Western State 
Hospital. This was done as a result of a phone conversation with the hospital 
at which time it was learned that no one would be permitted to visit with Carl 
for a period of time. 

Subsequent conversations with ^S5ify:^»jJ indicated that because Mr. Jones 
had admitted to the acts he was to be arraigned as soon as possible.
